To profectt8old Grudges, ata time when we have Criminals'of fo high a Nature co 
encounter, will be both a ſceandalto our ſelves, and a comfort to ' our Enemies ; "twill 
ſhew that revenge with us'isnotfo much a Paſſion, as a Principle; and that wecan art 
any time let Popery gathet«ſtrehgth, ſo that we can but humble one another. Tndeed 
theſe Gentlemens Accuſers-may think it too early to call ro Account the late Inſtruments 
of our Miſeries,-and ſince-crimes areto be puniſhed according'to their Antiquity, ten 
Years hence tnay be the proper time of their reckoning. ' Bur wiſe and in ent Men 
will think rharorimes are to be conſidered,” more according to their bulk than ſtanding; 
for an old fault has loſt its Malignity, time has wiped off the Scain, and the man” is be- 
come Innocent by Preſcription; ſo that to purfuea man with Anger, after a lonp Truce 
and a tacit Reconciliation, is neither Juſt nor Generous ; "cis roo'much like French Faith, 
to fall upot} thie-Mllies as'ſoon as the common Enemy is vanquiſhed. | 

Neither canit be for the Intereſt of their Majeſtys, to have their SubjeCts pickeer- 
ing one with:anether; their Aﬀairs are nor yer ſo well ſettled, as to bear the effets of 
private Afjifnefifies; andiftheir Enemies may expeCt tenderneſs from the mikdneſs of 
their Reign; "ris #4irtle roo prepoſterous to bring perhaps their beſt Friends immediate- 
ly into Treable.” Youare/now upon a noble project of uniting Proteſtants, and there- 
fore hope you Will not think thatAnger is a convenient preparative to love, and that 
the beſt expedient to makethemFriends, is todivide them into fattions. 

- Thar this wilt be the probable*conſequence of fo ungrateful a review of former pro- 
ceedings; ſeemsvery evident; for Firſt, a greatparr of the Nation have nor ſoterrible 
an Idea of the matter in Queſtion, and then'to be fevere upon Perſons for a moot faulc 
will ſound very harſh, efpecially when their late worthly behaviour had ſufficiently ar- 
toned for greater-miſcartiages ; and Secondly, a great many conſiderable 'men of the 
ſame, and other Corporations arc/in: the fame inſtances culpable ; ſothar if you extend 
your puniſhments only ro theft Gentlemen, and your pardon tothe reſt, yet you in- 
volve them too/ inthe ſame Guilt, which'co a generous mind is equally affliting ; and 
tho'you do not-puniſh, yet youwill be thought ro inſult, and expoſe them to the re- 
proaches. of every inſolent refleor. 

And therefore I hope for the ſafery of the Nation, for the ſake of their Majefties, and 
the intereſt of Religion, you wilt not countenance every angry Spirit, which by its 


long continuance ſeems to beſtiffned into'Malice and Revenge ; that your Glorious En- 


deavourstmay:not be fruſtrated by the remembrance of formerMifunderſtandings,which 
Fam afraid'on all ſides arecaſier forgot then juſtified ; that we may henceforth avoid 
the coftrivanceof the Jeſuite, which' is always ative and working ; for he who hath
